! Mount Sedu,w here she lived, and sent her 
a notice to the following purport .— 
“ Mr. George Rapelje, with diffidence 
takes the liberty to present his coinpli- 
meats to Lady Stanhope, and, if agreea­ 
ble, will pay his respect* to her while he 
stops at Seda, a few hours, on his passage 
from Baruth to A lexandria; he thinks i‘ 
necessary, and his duty, to give her some 
account ofJiimsclf, being from the city of 
New-YoA, in the [ J . S. of America, of 
one of the oldest Dutch families,who went 
from France to Holland iii the persecution 
of the Protestants, aud w ere among the 
first settlers in that city, w hich was ori­ 
ginally called ‘ New Amsterdam ; is a- 
bout fifty, a plain man, of steady habits. 
“ Sunday, 16th June, 1822.” 
One of the lady’s dragomen taking her 
the note, in a few minutes after, I w as 
requested to come to the house, and was 
shown to a small ante-room, where a do­ 
mestic, a Miss Williams, desired me to 
be seated,and informed me Lad S a (lope 
would at two o’clock, Im: 
happy to see 
me. 
It w as then past twelve ; her lady­ 
ship w as much engaged in fixing dresses, 
(the tailor being there,) for her Turkish 
Arabs, for their great yearly festival that 
takes place in about a w eek, and begged, 


i ii the mean time, in the name of her lady­ 
ship, I w ould take some refreshment, and 
repose myself after my fatigue of sail and 
ride. 
I was then, by a jet black Arab, 
shown to a stone building about thirty 
paces distant ; he opened 
a door with a 
key, and I entered. It is curious I should 
say with a key,but their keys are differ­ 
ent from ours, and if my memory serves 
me, it was an English key, differing from 
the Turkish ones, w hich are only made 
of bits of w ood, with short pieces of wire 
driven in different places to fit the w ards 
of the lock. 
It w as a large plain room, 
in Turkish manner matted ou the ground, 
a Turkish sofa, or Ottoman, oil one side, 
and un excellent soft mattress orbed on a 
f rame, where I rested alone ; and, after a 
little time, a table w as laid, and covered 
vt ith a bottle of excellent wine,soup, hash, 
two dishes of sweet cakes, cheese, bread, 
and a large dish of delightfully 
fine apri­ 
cots ; and I assuredly 
made a grateful 
aud hearty repast, and then reposed near 
ail hour, w hen I w alked dow n, and was 
shown in to her ladyship, she sitting on a 
sofa that went round three sides of the 
large room, matted and furnished after 
the Turkish mode,herself clad in the T urk­ 
ish male attire, an elegant large camel’s 
hair shawl, from cashmere of various 
colors, put round her head, forming a 
beautiful Turkish dark colored turban. 
I 
think she 
wore a dark olive cloth, em­ 
broidered, round-about jacket, w ith large 
aud long sleeves, and 
underneath this I 
saw the sleeves of a silk vest, red and 
white ; she shewed me the sleeves of her 
chemise on her wrists, made of silk gauze, 
and over all this was thrown a large 
white cotton mantle manufactured iii the 
country, w ith a ball and fringe at the cor- 
ners. 
She wore buskins or half-boots, 
placed in slippers without heels, of yellow 
morocco, all after the Turkish costume. 
She sat with feet and legs upon the wide 
sofa rn one comer ; I sat on a seat near 
heron the same ; she had a battle-axe 


and forks, A c. and requested me to see a 
Jew Turk at Gibraltar, named Ibrahim 


ll has been ascertained that papers
